GRAND COMMANDER’S SEMI-ANNUAL ADDRESS, 
MAY 7, 1960 


Sir Knights: 

As your Grand Commander, I wish to extend to you a 
most cordial welcome to this Special Conclave to commemo- 
rate the founding of this Grand Commandery, organized 
May 6, 1805—155 years ago—and to hear the reports of 
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cur several committees and to transact the business as 
stated in the call of this Special Conclave. 

Templary was first brought to this country by the Brit- 
ish troops (28th Regiment of Foot now the 1st Bn. of the 
Worcestershire Regiment) who were then stationed in Bos- 
ton. Glittering Star Lodge No. 322, a traveling Masonic 
Army Lodge and Army Lodge No. 58, both under Charter 
of the Grand Lodge of Ireland, had received some degrees 
that the Lodges under English and Scottish Charters had 
not received. 

The records show that on August 28, 1769, nearly a year 
after their arrival, a Royal Arch Lodge was formed. (This 
Lodge is now St. Andrews Royal Arch Chapter of Boston) 
and 10 Brothers were present, 6 soldiers and 4 members of 
the Lodge of Saint Andrew (under Scottish Charter). The 
records show that on that night the following Orders were 
conferred upon William Davis, a Past Master of Glittering 
Star Lodge No. 322 and an officer of the Regiment; viz.: 
Excellent, Super Excellent, Royal Arch and Knight Tem- 
plar. 

We next find that the Orders were conferred upon Paul 
Revere on December 11, 1769, and on May 14, 1770 upon 
General Joseph Warren (later upon Robert Newman, the 
man who hung the lantern in the Old North Church). 

After the close of the Revolutionary War, the Orders 
began to be worked by regular and duly constituted En- 
campments. The Grand Commandery of Knights Tem- 
plars of Massachusetts and Rhode Island was organized 
May 6, 1805. The Grand Encampment of Knights Templar 
e ae United States of America was organized June 22, 

Thomas Smith Webb was born in Boston in 1771. He 
was made a Mason in Keene, New Hampshire, 1792, a 
Royal Arch Mason in Harmony Chapter, Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, 1796. Soon after this he moved to Albany, 
New York, and was active in Masonic work. He came to 
Rhode Island in 1799 and became prominent in Lodge and 
Chapter. Just where and when he received his Templar 
degree is uncertain, but in 1802 he, with five other Sir 
Knights, formed St. John’s Commandery in Providence and 
he peat its first Commander; in 1815 he again moved to 

oston. 

He died very suddenly while making a visit i = 
land, Ohio, July 6, 1819. His remains rote Bene hea 
Providence and at a later period a movement wag started 
to erect a monument to his memory. In 1862 his remains 
were removed to a lot in the North Burying Ground, and a 
monument of white marble was erected thereon. On the 
west face appears the following: 
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“Founder of St. John’s Encampment of Knights Tem- 
plars Providence 1802; Commander until 1814; Grand Mas- 
ter of the Grand Encampment of Mass. and R. I. from 
1805 to 1817; Deputy Grand Master of the General Grand 
Encampment of the U. 8. from 1816 until his death.” 

As we pass the halfway point in our Templar year and 
approach the vacation period, I wish to express my sincere 
thanks to all who have worked so diligently to promote 
Templary in our Grand Jurisdiction. To date we have 
received 678 petitions. It is my desire that all Petitioners 
shall be knighted before the Commanderies adjourn for the 
summer vacation. 

There is much to be done if our Commanderies are to 
reach and maintain their deserved position of leadership 
in the ranks of Templary. There are thousands of eligible 
prospects waiting for invitations to become Knights Tem- 
plar and followers of Christ. Therefore, the time has come 
when we must give more thought and attention to the ad- 
vancement of Templary with good publicity. We hold our 
Exemplifications and York Rite Nites, but we need more 
publicity. We must put more emphasis on our Knight Tem- 
plar Educational Foundation and the Eye Foundation. 
Both are doing excellent work. I believe that with good 
publicity and public relations, we can gain membership. 
Lists of prospective Candidates were mailed to you early 
last year. Did you make use of them—or are they resting 
on your desk—or have they been pigeonholed? Advertise 
Templary so that we can reach the grassroots of Masonry 
—the Blue Lodges. Appoint a Committee, with a Sir 
Knight in every Blue Lodge, Chapter and Council, to talk 
Templary. We have a great heritage. Let us make use of 
it. Remember, Templary is the New Testament of Ma- 
sonry. Adopt the slogan “A REVITALIZED AND 
GREATER TEMPLARY” and start a Crusade for mem- 
bers. The battle cry is: “ONWARD, CHRISTIAN 
SOLDIERS.”

Dear Louis: 


I have examined the material forwarded in your letter of Novem- 
ber 16, 1959, together with the by-laws of the Grand Commandery 
corporation and, in my opinion, several steps will be necessary before 
the situation can be cleared up. : 

, Substantial conflict exists between the pre-existing by-law of the 
unincorporated Grand Commandery, the by-law proposed at the semi- 
annual conclave and Article IV of the by-laws of the Grand Com- 
mandery corporation. The pre-existing by-law of the unincorporated 
Grand Commandery provided for stated conclaves in October and May 
“at such time and place within our Grand Jurisdiction as the Grand 
Commander shall appoint” with the election and installation of offi- 
cers to be in October. The purport of the amendment is to strike out 
the requirement of the May meeting and, of course, as actually pre- 
sented, it also omitted the requirement that the annual meeting be 
“within our Grand Jurisdiction.” 
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Article IV of the corporate by-laws provided for an annual con- 
clave on the second Saturday in October in Boston, a stated conclave 
in May and made provisions for special conclaves not substantially 
different from those of the existing by-laws. 


These discrepancies are, of course, substantial and, in my opinion, 
when brought to the attention of the Grand Commander will require 
him under Article XIV, Section 3, of the corporate by-laws to call a 
special meeting of the Board of Directors for the purpose of initiat- 
ing an amendment or amendments to the corporate by-laws and/or the 
constitution and regulations as are necessary to avoid the conflict. 


We next reach the question of what substantive provision should 
be made. First, with respect to time, I believe that a fixed date for 
an annual meeting within the month of October is required in order 
to comply with the corporation laws of the Commonwealth and, hence, 
believe that either the second Saturday in October as presently de- 
nominated or some other fixed day in that month must be expressly 
set. With respect to the stated May meeting, there is no reason why 
its date should not be selected by the Grand Commander as presently 
provided by both the corporate by-law and the constitution and regu- 
lations. The question of whether the requirement of a May meeting 
should be compulsory as at present or discretionary as proposed in 
the amendment introduced by Right Eminent Sir A. Kenneth Martin 
is, of course, a matter of Grand Commandery policy and beyond the 
Scope of the duties of this committee. 


A conflict also exists in the provisions with respect to the place 
of the annual meeting in that the existing provision of the constitu- 
tion and regulations allows it to be anywhere within our Grand Juris- 
diction. The amendment as borne in the notice of the October meet- 
ing Provides no restriction as to place and the corporate by-laws re- 
quire the October annual conclave to be at Boston. 


_ _In my opinion, the requirement in the corporate by-law that it be 
in Boston should be continued. It is, of course, true that a charitable 
corporation, unlike a business corporation, is not subject to an express 
statutory requirement that its meetings be at its headquarters. Never- 
theless, it is an almost universal practice that such corporations have 
their annual meetings in the Commonwealth and usually at their head- 
quarters and the holding of an annual meeting outside of the Common- 
wealth would be so unusual that it might well invite investigation on 
behalf of any one of several interested agencies of the Commonwealth. 


With respect to the stated May conclave (if one is retained) and 
special conclaves, a discretionary provision permitting (though not 
requiring) them to be held anywhere in the Grand Jurisdiction (and 
hence, possibly in Rhode Island) would not be nearly as objectionable 
as such a provision with respect to the annual meeting. I do, how- 
ever, have some doubts as to the wisdom of out-of-state conclaves in 
any event and would certainly feel that any conclave at which im- 
portant and/or controversial matters are to be considered ought to be 
held within the Commonwealth.

We again established our Grand Commandery member- 
ship goal for the year at 1,000 new petitions, including af- 
filiations and reinstatements.

REPORT OF THE EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION 
COMMITTEE 


May 7, 1960 
To the Officers and Members of this Grand Commandery 
Ke Lhe 


Sir Knights: 


Supplementing the Financial Report of the Educational 
Committee for the Division of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island, as prepared by the Auditors— 

(Note: Our Auditor, Em. Sir Hurlbut L. Plummer be- 
came seriously ill when half-way through the audit, and on 
January 27, 1960 he passed away.) 

This necessitated a delay in filing our report to the 
Grand Encampment Committee and in procuring a new 
Auditor to complete the audit. We were fortunate to ob- 
tain Sir Knight Gardner B. Wardwell, C.P.A., an auditor 
who had assisted Sir Knight Plummer in the past. 

Excerpt from a letter received from John Temple Rice, 
Grand Secretary of the Grand Encampment Committee: 

“The Financial statement, as submitted by you is cor- 
rect so far as this office is concerned and it is approved as 
of this date. Your statement is very satisfactory and fine- 
ly prepared, and I enclose you a receipt for same.” 

Copies of these reports have been filed with the Grand 
Recorder of this Grand Commandery, which reports will 
be published in the 1960 Proceedings. We present addi- 
tional information regarding the workings of your Com- 
mittee. 

Our Division Committee has made loans during the 
past year to 89 boys, amounting to $32,825.50, and to 19 
girls, amounting to $8,250.00, with a grand total of $41,- 
075.00. Several requests were rejected for various reasons. 
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The Foundation is in excellent condition due to the wis- 
dom and keen interest of the Committee. It is to be com- 
mended on its discretion and management. Dry figures of 
dollars and cents in a report rarely ever holds your atten- 
tion, and we will keep them to a minimum. 

The control of the Fund is in good hands—men who are 
giving their time and effort in this work of aiding the 
young men and women to procure college educations and 
thus fit them better for life’s battles. These men do this 
“without the hope of Fee or reward.” 

During the year, there has been some question regard- 
ing our interest of 4%, while other agencies are getting a 
greater interest rate. The majority of our Committee feels 
that this Fund is a Sacred Trust and it was not intended 
that it should make a profit. “This Foundation is a re- 
volving Trust Fund authorized at the 35th Triennial Con- 
clave at New Orleans in 1922 to help students of good 
scholastic record to complete their education .. . Thus en- 
abling them to become more useful members of society and 
better citizens of this Republic.” 

The Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the 
U.S.A. donated $100,000.00 for the Endowment Fund, and 
each Sir Knight was assessed one dollar for nine years to 
provide the necessary funds. In 1958 the assets totaled 
$5,165,282.54. 

If it were possible to include in this report the enthusi- 
astic letters of sincere thanks that we receive from these 
students, we feel certain that you would be proud to be a 
Knight Templar. 

We submitted our Proposed Budget for the year 1960 
at the Annual Conclave held on Saturday, October 10th, 
1959. The Finance Committee and Grand Commandery ap- 
proved this budget, subject to the approval of the Grand 
Encampment Educational Foundation Committee. This 
Grand Encampment Committee has approved our Budget 
for the year January 1, 1960 to December 31, 1960. 

Your Grand Commander gave publicity to the functions 
of the Grand Commandery Educational Foundation on 
every occasion possible, and the Inspecting Officers were 
directed to do the same in their talks at the Inspections. 
You can call on us for information at all times, but remem- 
ber that this is a loan—not a grant or scholarship—and the 
students must be residents of Massachusetts or Rhode 
Island. They must be Juniors or Seniors in any accredited 
college or university, regardless of its location. We also 
loan for higher degrees, Vocational Training, Business Col- 
leges, Nursing, and etc., or any course that does not take 
more than two years. There is no restriction as to race, 
color or creed, but he or she must be a citizen. 
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This is your money. The Committee is not squandering 
it, but we need everyone’s cooperation to fill our obliga- 
tion to see that needy students are served. Truly this 
Foundation is a “Sacred Trust Fund” and we are en- 
deavoring to keep it as such.

Very successful exemplifications were held in Paw- 
tucket, Greenfield, Reading and Natick, so that each Com- 
mandery in the jurisdiction had an opportunity to attend 
at least one. 

The Team, as you know, is made up of all Past Com- 
manders from 14 different Commanderies, under the direc- 
tion of our Inspector Instructor. They deserve a great 
deal of credit for the work they have done. To each of 
them my sincere thanks for a very efficient rendition of 
the Ritual. 


RECEPTION 


On Saturday, November 28th, my own Commandery, 
DeMolay No. 7, Sir Kt. Malcolm B. Reed, Commander, 
tendered a reception in my honor at the Dorothy Quincy 
Suite in the John Hancock Building in Boston, which was 
attended by approximately 300 Sir Knights and their 
Ladies. It was an evening I shall remember as long as 
I live. 

I am grateful indeed to the Past Commanders, Officers 
and Sir Knights of DeMolay Commandery, to whom I am 
so deeply indebted; to the Past Grand Commanders, the 
Grand Commandery Officers, Commanders, Sir Knights 
and their Ladies of this Grand Jurisdiction, and to our 
Grand Master and the heads of the Collateral Bodies who 
also honored me through their attendance and whose pres- 
ence added so much to the occasion. 


THE TEMPLAR 


We have tried to keep all informed as to what was going 
on in Commandery Circles through the official publication 
of “The Templar” during the active months of the year, 
augmented by a statistical sheet by Eminent Sir J. Leroy 
Jones, Director of Progress and Publicity, who gave the 
standings and progress of each Commandery in its efforts 
to meet its membership quota. 
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Although increased costs of printing and mailing are 
important factors in the publishing of the Templar, we 
must ever bear in mind that we are a Fraternal Organiza- 
tion; important news and historical items always are or 
should be of interest to our Sir Knights. While it is pri- 
marily intended for the Commanders, Recorders, Grand Of- 
ficers and Committeemen of our Constituent Command- 
eries, we receive many favorable comments from Grand 
Encampment and other Jurisdictions. 

I hope its publication has been of enough value that 
The Templar will be continued as it has been our official 
publication since 1947. 


MEMBERSHIP 


This is the 16th consecutive year that we have shown a 
net gain. Our net gain this year was the smallest for many 
years, amounting to only 20 members. Our total member- 
ship as of June 30, 1960, was 15,059. I feel that you are 
entitled to know why we show such a small net gain. The 
seven Rhode Island Commanderies show a total net loss for 
the year of 67, while the 43 Massachusetts Commanderies 
show a net gain of 87. Deduct the loss of 67 shown by 
Rhode Island from the Massachusetts gain of 87, leaves us 
a net gain for the year of only 20. 

The total number of Petitions received from September 
1, 1959 to July 1, 1960 was 769—or 231 short of our quota. 
124 Petitioners did not complete their Orders for reasons 
unknown. My suggestion to eliminate a recurrence of this 
condition which has been in existence for several years, 
would be to adopt methods to set up our quotas system on 
Knightings rather than on Petitions received. 

Although our failure to obtain the full Grand Com- 
mandery Quota is disappointing, we can be encouraged by 
the fact that we knighted 678—affiliated 31—and reinstat- 
ed 15. Our losses were heavy in the Demit and Suspension 
columns, which amounted to a total of Demits 149, Suspen- 
sions and Losses amounted to another 122, or a Grand To- 
tal of 271. Our reports show that the majority of the De- 
mits and Suspensions were members less than ten years. 
Sir Knight Louis H. Weiber, Most Eminent Grand Master, 
is very much concerned over the number of Demits and 
Suspensions in the Grand Encampment reports, reaching 
Grand Encampment Office. “And I think you will agree 
with me that when we have a man invest his money to take 
the orders of Masonry, and then when we invest our time 
in that man, we should try to avoid losing our investment 
of time and his investment of money by having him drop 
out. After all, he should be worth more to us than an- 
other man that we go out and get in his place. 
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“T would like to urge you to think more about getting 
out and looking for our younger men for our great Order 
of the Temple. Did you ever stop to think that most of 
the great movements of this world have all been put across 
by younger men who were willing to take chances? Though 
we must have the wisdom of age, let us remember that 
great teacher we refer to so much in our Order passed away 
when he was only 33 or thereabouts. Let us take advan- 
tage of youth as it is being taken advantage of in other 
parts of the world. — 

“Let us go forward in the true Templar spirit—humble 
before God and man, charitable to all and devoted in our 
service to God, our Country and our Christian Orders.” 


FINANCES 


Section 5 of Article VIII of our Constitution requires 
that “A Grand Commander keep his expenditures within 
the Budget submitted by the Finance Committee and 
adopted by this Grand Commandery.” ye 

Although the income anticipated from the knightings 
did not reach the figure in the Estimated Budget for the 
year, I am happy to report that we operated in the black. 
In no instance did we go in the red on any budget item. 
We complete the year with a total surplus of $1,002.16, 
with an inventory in our office supplies, etc., amounting 
to $536.02—the highest in many years. 

As 1961 is the Triennial Year of the Grand Encamp- 
ment, this will call for additional expenses. I therefore 
recommend that $1,000.00 of this unexpended balance be 
transferred to the 1961 Triennial Fund. 


SEMI-ANNUAL CONCLAVE 


According to our Constitution, we must hold a Semi- 
Annual Conclave. “Substantial conflict exists between the 
pre-existing By-Laws of the unincorporated Grand Com- 
mandery and the By-Laws proposed at the Semi-Annual 
Conclave in 1959 to be acted upon at the Annual Conclave 
in October 1959 and postponed to October 1, 1960, and 
Article IV of the By-Laws of the Grand Commandery and 
the By-Laws of the Grand Commandery Knights Templar, 
Inc. : : 
In order to comply with the existing Article IV, Section 
1, of the Constitution and Regulations of the Grand Com- 
mandery, and to carry out the provisions of the report of 
the Jurisprudence Committee, a SPECIAL Conclave to 
commemorate the founding of this Grand Commandery by 
Thomas Smith Webb on May 6, 1805 was held on Saturday, 
May 7, 1960, at Pawtucket, Rhode Island. Our sincere 
thanks to Commander Fred Pearson, Jr., and to Holy Sep- 
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ulchre Commandery No. 8, for allowing us to hold the 
Conclave at their Temple.

There was a meeting of the Tactics Committee held in 
1958, but no action was taken in regard to having new Tac- 
tics printed (except requesting the Grand Recorder to get 
quotations). . A 

On June 29, 1960, a meeting was called to consider mi- 
nor changes in the Tactics. (See my Official Order No. 2, 
Series 1959-1960, mailed August 1, 1960.) —s 

After reviewing the quotations for the printing of a 
new Tactics book and the consideration of the type of book, 
etc., it was voted to award the job to the Mitchell Fleming 
Printing Co. (the Grand Encampment printer in Green- 
field, Indiana). I am pleased to report that the book is in 
the process of composition at the present time and we ex- 
pect to receive the galley proofs soon. 

It was further voted, that no new changes shall be made 
in the Tactics for a period of three years. When new Tac- 
tics books are available, you will be notified immediately. 


COMMANDERY RESPONSIBILITIES 


Sir Knights, when a charter is issued to a Commandery 
it is done so in faith and with the understanding that the 
petitioning group has full knowledge of all of the responsi- 
bilities imposed upon them as representatives of our Order, 
acting under the Laws and Regulations of the Grand Com- 
mandery and the Constitution and Statutes of Grand En- 
campment. These responsibilities are many fold and even 
though a Commandery has been in existence for many 
years they are just as sacred and binding on the officers 
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and members of today as they were when imposed upon and 
accepted by the founding fathers of that Commandery. 
Unfortunately, and to the discredit of the efforts of the 
majority, there are some Commanderies in Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island whose officers, either through their ig- 
norance or lack of understanding of the fundamental re- 
quirements of a Commandery of Knights Templar, be it 
wilful or otherwise, refuse to accept some of these respon- 
sibilities. I refer particularly to the basic responsibility 
and requirement of being able to confer all of the Orders in 
their own Asylum by their own officers or members. 

I regret to report that we have a few Commanderies 
which have fallen into the practice and habit of joining 
with a neighboring Commandery in the conferring of cer- 
tain Orders or depending on that Commandery to do their 
work for them to the extent that they never confer that 
particular Order in their own Asylum. 

Question them as to the propriety of permitting such 
practices to continue and the responses vary from an open 
defiance of our Regulations to a frank and honest admis- 
sion that they do not possess either the manpower or will- 
ingness on the part of their officers to do otherwise. 

_Suggest to them the matter of consolidation with their 
neighboring Commandery as a means of bolstering our 
strength in the area in general, and a wave of indignation 
is raised in defense of their claim to individual existence 
and _ representation. 

I submit to you, Sir Knghts, where we have Command- 
eres which have proven conclusively to be unable to stand 
on their own feet in meeting basic requirements or which 
steadfastly refuse to marshal their endeavors to do so, it 
is time that serious consideration be given to the matter 
of the continuance of their respective charters. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


I recommend that a study be made of the matter of 
consolidation of some of our smaller and dormant Com- 
manderies. Especially where they are short distances from 
a larger and more active Commandery. In this day and 
time, when you can travel 50 or 60 miles an hour over our 
super highways, it is no problem to get from one city to 
another in a very short time.

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CONDITION OF THE ORDER 


At the beginning of the past year, the most serious prob- 
lem confronting the Grand Encampment and its officers 
was the loss of membership through demits and suspen- 
sions. While the majority of the Grand Commanderies 
have made a fine effort to comply with the suggestions con- 
tained in the Grand Master’s message, published in the 
August-September 1959 issue of the “Knight Templar” 
magazine, and those efforts have reduced the loss of mem- 
bership, unfortunately, the desired result has not been ac- 
complished and too many Grand Commanderies are still 
showing losses by reason of suspensions, non-payment of 
dues or demits. I cannot help but feel sure, in the last 
analysis, we will all feel that the fault lies with the indi- 
vidual Sir Knights of the constituent commanderies, who 
have made no effort to correct the situation. It is alarm- 
ing to learn that the loss of membership is accruing at a 
rate that should arouse the energy of each one of us to la- 
bor more diligently in the future than we have in the past 
several years. I feel sure that it will be very interesting 
for you to learn that: Arizona showed a net gain of 78; 
Oklahoma, a net gain of 18; South Carolina, a net gain of 
292; Tennessee, a net gain of 99; Texas, a net gain of 673; 
Wyoming, a net gain of 38. 

It is my belief that you join me in trusting that we shall 
be able to arouse more active interest in this great Chris- 
tian Order that all of us admire, respect and love so much. 
Every Christian Master Mason should aspire to become a 
Knight Templar. With more personal and individual in- 
terest on the part of each one of us, I cannot help but feel 
that we will find many of our present Sir Knights who 
have not taken too active an interest in the past few years 
will again become active and join us in the determination 
to honor our beloved Most Eminent Grand Master by show- 
ing a larger increase in membership during his adminis- 
tration than we have seen for several years.

Grave challenges face our 
institutions, including the church, the schools and govern- 
ment and society generally. 

The Most Eminent Grand Master has sounded the alarm 
for a nation-wide crusade. We shall go forward nobly—or 
we shall fall back in ignoble retreat. The determination is 
yours and mine to make.

Sir Knights, my year as Grand Commander draws to a 
close. As I relinquish this office to my successor, I do so 
with humble thanks and sincere appreciation for the honor 
and privilege of having served as your Grand Commander. 
The opportunity to have served has been a highly reward- 
ing one.

It is very gratifying to the Grand Lodge to realize that 
there is such a fraternal feeling between the Masons of 
this State, between Grand Lodge and the York Rite. We 
get along fine and it is a situation I think that prevails 
practically over this whole country. I often meet Brethren 
from the South and we find that we think alike on most 
things. Only sometimes down there they talk about them 
more than we do up here. 

To illustrate that point I will give you just two ex- 
amples. I found in our proceedings of about a hundred 
years ago—I was looking up a matter and it was about the 
time of the Civil War getting underway—and there was a 
fraternal communication sent here from the Grand Lodge 
of Tennessee in which they pointed out and said that if the 
sword was going to be the final arbiter we should remem- 
ber that a fallen foe who was a Mason would still receive 
their consideration and be treated as a Brother. 

There was another incident. In visiting the Grand 
Lodge of Virginia they are very proud of their Masonry 
down there and their connection with historical events. 
Down in the old part of the city there is, I think it is, the 
oldest Masonic Temple in the United States that is still in 
operation and when the Union forces came into Richmond 
they were proud to tell me that the Colonel of Cavalry—I 
can’t think of his name but I am sure he was a member of 
Putnam Lodge in Cambridge—came upon the Temple and 
set a guard around it to see it was not destroyed. It was 
not burned in the fire and Masons of both sides held a meet- 
ing there that evening. It is very gratifying that that fra- 
ternal feeling seems to exist among the Masons all over 
the country. 

Now I want to officially bring you the greetings and 
best wishes of the Masons of Massachusetts and their 
Grand Lodge and hope that your deliberations are crowned 
with success and you will go along and have a fine increase 
in membership for the year to come. Thank you.

AMENDMENTS TO CONSTITUTION AND REGULATIONS 
Pawtucket, Rhode Island, May 7, 1960 
To oe Officers and Members of this Grand Commandery 


Sir Knights: 


Proposed Amendment to the Constitution of the Grand 
Commandery of Knights Templars and the Appendant Or- 
ders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island—submitted at the 
Semi-Annual Conclave of this Grand Commandery for ac- 
tion at the Annual Conclave in October. 
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To AMEND ARTICLE XVIII, Section 2, by changing 
the words “eighty-four and one half” to one dollar four and 
one half” so that said Section 2 shall read: 

“Every Constituent Commandery shall make annually 
to the Grand Recorder on or before the fifteenth of August, 
a return of the Roll of Officers and members and of all 
candidates for the Orders accepted or rejected up to and 
including June 30 next preceding and pay to this’ Grand 
Commandery five dollars for every Knight receiving the 
Order of the Temple and one dollar four and one half cents 
plus the amount of Per Capita dues assessed by Grand En- 
campment for every member returned and from the sum 
thus collected shall be paid the Per Capita for every mem- 
ber levied by the Grand Encampment. A Commandery 
failing to make said annual return on or before the fif- 
teenth day of August shall pay a penalty of twenty-five 
dollars.” 

Or such figure, in lieu of “one dollar four and one half 
cents” as may be voted at the Annual Conclave of the 
Grand Commandery in October. 


Pawtucket, Rhode Island, May 7, 1960 
RESOLUTION 
To the Officers and Members of this Grand Commandery 
Sir Knights: 


WHEREAS: It is our firm conviction, as suggested by 
R. E. Sir Alfred C. Blake in his Annual Address given on 
Saturday, October 10, 1959—That the Officers of Grand 
Commandery should conform to SECTION XVIV of the 
CONSTITUTION, STATUTES, DISCIPLINARY RULES, 
AND STANDING RESOLUTIONS, CEREMONIES AND 
FORMS OF THE GRAND ENCAMPMENT OF KNIGHTS 
TEMPLAR OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA: 

WHEREAS: The Grand Encampment of Knights Tem- 
plar of the United States of America, at their 44th Tri- 
ennial Conclave held in San Francisco, California, on Sep- 
tember 19-20-21-22-23, 1949 adopted Amendments to Sec- 
tion 19 and 20—“The Officers of the Grand Encampment 
shall consist of and etc.—The first four of whom and the 
Grand Treasurer and the Grand Recorder shall be elected 
and installed and the others shall be appointed by the 
Grand Master.” 

Therefore be it RESOLVED—That the Constitution of 
the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and the Ap- 
pendant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island be 
AMENDED as follows: 
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To AMEND ARTICLE VII, Section 2 “OFFICERS.” 
“The first four of the above officers and the Grand Treas- 
urer and the Grand Recorder shall be elected. The remain- 
ing Officers, the Grand Prelate, a Grand Sentinel, Division 
Commanders and an Inspector Instructor, shall be ap- 
pointed by the Grand Commander.”

CALVARY COMMANDERY No. 18

Change in By-Laws 


That Article IX, Section 1, be amended by substituting 
the word nine for the word six in the first sentence.

Section 1. Annual dues of nine dollars shall be paid to 
the Recorder of this Commandery by each member thereof 
(except as provided in Articles V and VI) for the purpose 
of defraying the current expenses and for such other pur- 
poses as the Commandery may, from time to time, order, 
the same to be due and payable in advance on the first day 
of October in each year.

THE GRAND COMMANDER: Sir Knights, we will now act 
upon the Amendments to the Constitution. The first one 
is the Amendment to the Grand Constitution of this Grand 
Commandery submitted at the Semi-Annual Conclave held 
on May 25, 1959: 

MOVED: That Section 1 of Article IV of the Consti- 
tution of the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and 
the Appendant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
be amended by striking out the word “and May” and the 
semi-colon in the second line of the first paragraph and by 
striking out the words “in October” in the fourth line of 
said paragraph, and by striking out the semi-colon in the 
fifth line thereof and by inserting in its place a period, and 
by striking out the words “and in May for the transaction 
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of such business as may be presented,” so that said Sec- 
tion 1 of said Article IV will read as follows: 

“Article IV. Section 1. This Grand Commandery shall 
hold a stated conclave in October of each year at such time 
and place within our Grand Jurisdiction as the Grand Com- 
mander shall appoint for the election of officers and the 
transaction of the annual business. 

Special conclaves may be called by the Grand Com- 
mander; and shall be called by him upon the written re- 
quest of a majority of the Commanderies. 

No business shall be transacted at a Special Conclave 
except that specified in the notice of summons.” 

Sir Knights, you have heard the recommendation to 
amend the Constitution as read. What is your pleasure? 

After much discussion on the above Amendment by 
R. E. Sir Kenneth H. Earle and R. E. Sir Alfred C. Blake, 
Eminent Sir Herman C. McStay moved the adoption of this 
Amendment and the motion was seconded. 

R. E. Sir JOHN E. Rings: R. E. Grand Commander, I 
heartily agree with Sir Knight Blake. However, there is a 
loophole here. I am one of the old ones here and I have 
seen a lot of things promised but forgotten. Now I would 
like to add an amendment that the Grand Commander shall 
hold a meeting in Rhode Island in honor of the Sir Knights 
of Rhode Island of which we proudly bear the name and 
which was the first Commandery to be organized to form 
this Grand Commandery, but at which meeting no business 
shall be transacted according to our Constitution. Under- 
stand the Grand Commander shall hold a meeting once a 
year in Rhode Island at which time no business shall be 
transacted in accordance with our Constitution. That word 
“shall” shall be in there and that is all that I ask for in 
honor of our Rhode Island Brethren. I would like to make 
that amendment. (Motion seconded) 

Following much discussion, regarding Special Con- 
claves and the Corporate Laws of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. (Note a complete transcription is on file 
in Grand Commandery Office.) 

R. E. SIR ROBERT GARDINER WILSON, JR.: R. E. Grand 
Commander, nobody has asked me, although I am a mem- 
ber of the Jurisprudence Committee, but may I suggest as 
follows: that it is of imperative importance to comply 
with the statutory provisions of the Massachusetts law in 
the question of this corporation of ours. It was done for a 
purpose as was the case in the Grand Lodge and the Grand 
Council and the Grand Chapter and the local Shrine. A new 
law was passed in Massachusetts which makes buildings in 
which fraternal bodies meet free of local taxes if those 
bodies themselves are either charitable trusts or charitable 
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corporations. This was given a lot of thought by a lot of 
people. 

Now if you want to let this go until after lunch—when 
incidentally I won’t be here to interrupt—I would suggest 
if an amendment is desired that one be drawn. There is 
merit in the proposed amendment which I did not draw but 
it could be revamped so as to read something to the effect 
that the R. E. Grand Commander each year shall provide 
for a special meeting to be held in Rhode Island. It can be 
phrased, I would consider, to make it legal but I think you 
are playing with the finances of four-fifths of all the Com- 
manderies of Massachusetts and Rhode Island if you play 
around with this thing like boys. This is serious business. 


I won’t take Boston because I happen to be here but 
let’s take Newton. If Gethsemane of Newton isn’t under 
a corporate tent they will start making that Temple tax- 
able in the city of Newton and the same thing holds for 
every city in Massachusetts. Let’s not play around with 
this thing and be too sentimental. Let’s be sentimental 
but practical and make an amendment that means some- 
thing. We are talking words but we are also involving a 
considerable amount of money. 

Automatically your Commandery meets in this Temple 
and if your Commandery is not under a corporate tent in 
this State I assume that the very honorable gentleman on 
your right will start doing something about the rent of De- 
Molay Commandery because this building will be taxed 
proportionately because of the fact that you are not under 
the tent as a member of the Grand Commandery and, there- 
fore, you are not a charitable organization and, therefore, 
the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts will be paying money 
in your behalf and unless they have changed a lot I don’t 
think they are going to do it complimentary. 

May I move, to bring it to a head, that perhaps R. E. 
Sir Blake, who is the original author of this, with the as- 
sistance let us say of equally eminent barristers, sit down 
and put a well worded amendment in which will in their 
opinion cover the lega} point involved, yet assure the boys 
in the Plantations of having a social event down there 
every year which I for one will be only too glad to attend 
as I always have. Therefore, let’s lay it on the table until 
after lunch. 

THE GRAND COMMANDER: Sir Knights, it has been 
moved and seconded that we lay this on the table until af- 
ter lunch until it can be, as R. E. Sir Wilson so aptly put 
it, that the amendment can be drawn up to keep us out of 
trouble. Therefore it will be laid on the table until after 
lunch. 
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THE GRAND COMMANDER: The next resolution is on 
making the Council a prerequisite in this Grand Jurisdic- 
tion. We would like very much to have the report on this 
resolution from our R. E. Sir Robert Gordiner Wilson, Jr. 

Proposed Resolution to Amend the Constitution of the 
Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and the Append- 
ant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, Presented 
for Action at this Annual Conclave. 


RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS: It is our firm conviction that the York 
Rite of Freemasonry should be more closely united, and 
that Chapters, Councils, and Commanderies should work 
together for their mutual benefit, and, 

WHEREAS: The Grand Encampment of Knights Tem- 
plar of the United States of America, at their 47th Tri- 
ennial Conclave held at Indianapolis, Indiana, August 16- 
22, 1958, adopted an amendment to their Constitution, 
which provided that any Grand Commandery may, by 
proper enactment, require the Cryptic Degrees as prerequi- 
site to the Orders of Knighthood in its Constituent Com- 
manderies. 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED; That the Consti- 
tution of the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and 
the Appendant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
be amended as follows: 


dL. 


To amend Article XIX, Section 1—“Orders and Quali- 
fications,” of the Constitution, by adding after the words 
“Royal Arch Mason” in the fifth line, the following: “Royal 
Master, Select Master and Super Excellent Master”; and 
by adding after the words, “Royal Arch Mason” in the 
seventh line, the following: “and Super Excellent Mas- 
ter”; so that Section 1 shall read: 

“The Orders of Knighthood shall not be conferred upon 
anyone who has not received the degrees of Entered Ap- 
prentice, Fellow Craft, Master Mason, Mark Master Ma- 
son, Past Master, Most Excellent Master, Royal Arch Ma- 
son, Royal Master, Select Master, and Super Excellent 
Master; nor upon anyone who is not an affiliated Master 
Mason, Royal Arch Mason, and Super Excellent Master; 
nor upon anyone who has not resided at least six months” 
(continue to end of section without change). 

To amend Article XIX, Section 6, of the Constitution 
by adding the following sentence: “However, for candidates 
who petition for the Orders on or before November 1, 1960, 
membership in good standing in Lodge and Chapter only is 
necessary to acquire or retain membership in a Command- 
ery.” 
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Proposed by 
R. E. Sir Frank H. Wilson and 
R. E. Sir Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr. 

These amendments shall be effective only when and so 
long as amendments to the Constitution of the Grand Coun- 
cil of Royal and Select Masters of Massachusetts and the 
Grand Council of Royal and Select Masters of Rhode Island 
shall provide and specify that all applications for election 
to receive the degrees shall also require the applicant si- 
multaneously to sign application for the Orders of Knight- 
hood if his religious beliefs permit signing of a representa- 
tion that he is a firm believer in the Christian religion. 

The above amendments were submtted at the Annual 
Conclave for action at our Semi-Annual Conclave and was 
postponed to the Annual Conclave in October, 1959, and 
have been approved by the Jurisprudence Committee.

R. E. SiR ROBERT GARDINER WILSON, JR.: R. E. Grand 
Commander, on this matter the members of the Committee 
having gone into further consultation with the heads of 
the Bodies involved and also the Grand Recorder’s office 
and progress made in other Jurisdictions and ours, we hop- 
ed that the experiment, if it could be called an experiment, 
would be tried in enough other Jurisdictions to get us help- 
ful information. Therefore, with the approval of the great 
minds of the Council of Royal and Select Masters and not 
over their opposition it is thought best that this matter lay 
on the table for further study which will include watching 
the development in other States in which there is still con- 
siderable flux.

MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE 


REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF 
MEMBERSHIP PROGRESS AND PUBLICITY 


To the Officers and Members of this Grand Commandery, 
K.T.: 


Our Grand Commandery barely succeeded in having a 
net gain for the year just ended. The final figures show a 
net gain of only 20 members and a year-end total of 15.059 
members. The total number added to membership was 
close to the average of the five preceding years, but mem- 
bers given demits and suspensions totaled 259 compared 
with an average of 198 for the preceding five years. Spe- 
cial attention should be given to demits and suspensions.

MEMBERSHIP GAINS 


Pilgrim Commandery was first in membership gain 
with an increase of 28, Natick Commandery was second 
with a gain of 22, and Berkshire Commandery with a gain 
of 19 was in third place. 


NET GAINS AND LOSSES 


Thirty commanderies registered gains in membership 
for the year, 17 had losses and three had no change. The 
30 Commanderies produced a total gain of 227, but the 17 
commanderies with losses came within 20 of nullifying the 
total gain. 
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DEMITS AND SUSPENSIONS 


In 1958 the total of demits and suspensions was 165, in 
1959—219 and in 1960—259, an increase of 94 over the 
1958 total. It is important that a way be found to stop 
these serious losses of members. 


AFFILIATIONS AND REINSTATEMENTS 


We had 12 more affiliations and reinstatements than in 
last year. I believe further membership gains can be 
realized from these sources. 


PETITIONS 


We obtained 769 petitions toward our Grand Command- 
ery quota of 1,000. Seventeen commanderies, or 34%, 
equaled or exceeded their quotas. It is significant that all 
commanderies that made their quotas had a net gain in 
membership for the year. Pilgrim Commandery led all 
other commanderies with 253% of its quota and Trinity 
Commandery reached 208% of its quota. Eight of the 17 
commanderies have two or more successive years of quota 
attainment. Cyprus Commandery now has an unbroken 
period of seven successive years of quota attainment. 

Boston Commandery obtained the largest number of 
petitions, 56, followed by Pilgrim Commandery with 48 
and DeMolay Commandery with 41 petitions.

This year all Commanderies held their inspections ex- 
cept St. Paul Commandery No. 40. 381 Commanderies 
earned a mark of 10—, 9a 9+,5a9,3a9— and 1 an 8+. 


Twenty nine Commanderies earned the same mark as 
last year with 6 Commanderies earning a higher mark and 
14 a lower mark. 


_Only 6 Commanderies lost in their attendance, 4 to 23 
points with only 2 repeating a loss. A total of 11 Com- 
manderies lost points last year. 


Two Commanders made no errors while 25 lost 1 to 9 
points, 14 lost 10 to 19 points and the remaining 8 had a 
loss of 20 to 80 points.

COMMITTEE

To the Officers and Members of Grand Commandery: 
Sir Knights: 


Your Committee was organized two years ago as a co- 
ordinating and supervising Committee with the responsi- 
bility of seeing that Committees were appointed in each 
Constituent Commandery and that they function and carry 
out the duties and objectives defined for them. 

Forty-one (41) Commanderies have appointed their 
Committees, the names and addresses of the Committee 
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members were forwarded to the Executive Director of the 
Grand Encampment Eye Foundation in New York as re- 
quested, so that they may be kept informed on the progress 
of the Foundation. ' . 

Nine (9) Commanderies have not as yet appointed their 
Committees, these are as follows: Washington No. 4, New- 
port, R. I., Old Colony No. 15, Abington, Mass., Sutton No. 
16, New Bedford, Mass., Northampton No. 30, Northamp- 
ton, Mass., Natick No. 33, Natick, Mass., Coeur de Lion 
No. 84, Medford, Mass., Cyprus No. 39, Hyde Park, Mass., 
St. Paul No. 40, North Adams, Mass., and Sir Galahad, 
Waltham, Mass. 

The Eye Foundation Committees are known as: 

(1) The Committee on Applications and Publicity 

(2) The Committee on Wills and Bequests 

The “Committee on Application and Publicity” has as 
its objective the contacting and enlightening of the various 
Masonic Bodies, civic groups, and the general public on the 
accomplishment of the K. T. Eye Foundation with a view 
of expanding our work, so that a greater number of per- 
sons with greatly impaired vision needing surgery and hos- 
pitalization and unable to pay, may be helped by us. 

The “Committee on Wills and Bequests” advises banks, 
trustees, or other individuals desiring to designate the 
K. T. Eye Foundation as a beneficiary in their wills. 

The K. T. Eye Foundation has as its objectives, re- 
search, treatment, and hospitalization of diseases or in- 
juries of the eye in an effort to prevent blindness. This 
service is available to anyone regardless of race, creed, 
color, age, or national origin, and the treatment is free and 
limited to persons unable to pay. 

_ For research a total of $487,500.00 has been awarded 

in grants to 19 Institutions in the U. 8. A. In our own 

jurisdiction a total of $32,500.00 has been granted to the 

Howe Laboratory of Ophthalmology, Harvard University 

satan School, Massachusetts Eye and Ear Infirmary in 
oston. 

Following is a list of projects for which monies from 
the Knights Templar Eye Foundation have been used or 
are currently being used and the publications of which 
ia the valuable contribution of the Knights Tem- 
plars. 

Glaucoma studies. Money used for operation of the 
Glaucoma Clinic at the Massachusetts Eye and Ear Infirm- 
ary. 

Cataract studies. Purchase of equipment for studies on 
the biochemistry of the lens. 

Histochemical studies. On the eye and other tissue di- 
rected toward the following ends: a) nature of pingue- 
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culae; b) nature of the lipid substance in Tay-Sachs dis- 
ease; c) basis for the focal translucency of the senile 
sclera; d) lipogenetic peculiarities of the Purkinje system 
in the heart; and, e) distribution of dehydrogenases in the 
retina. 

Since the organization of the K. T. Eye Foundation, 
Grand Encampment has processed 2108 cases in the U.S.A. 
with a total expenditure of approximately one half million 
dollars.

It shall be the duty of the above mentioned members of 
the Grand Encampment to attend, when possible, all ses- 
sions of each Triennial Conclave of the said Grand Encamp- 
ment and unless otherwise instructed by vote of this Grand 
Commandery, to cast their vote for the best interests of this 
Grand Commandery. 
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Each MEMBER attending a Triennial Conclave—not 
otherwise receiving mileage and per diem from other 
sources—shall be allowed mileage and per diem for attend- 
ance at any Triennial Conclave of the Grand Encampment, 
Knights Templar, of the U.S.A., mileage to be computed 
on the distance traveled by direct rail route from Boston 
to and from the City in which the Triennial is to be held, 
and per diem computed on the number of days—or half 
days—required to reach the Triennial City, the number of 
days—or half days—in attendance at the sessions and re- 
turn direct to Boston. 

The rates which shall be paid are as follows: Mileage, 
10c per mile; per diem, $20 per day. 

These rates can be amended by a 2/8 or 3/4 vote at any 
Annual Meeting. 

R. E. Sir Grorcz A. WEEKS: The explanation of the 
above RESOLUTION IS as follows: I will pick this up go- 
ing to Indianapolis. I understand each delegates was paid 
about $318. On present day round-trip fares first-class 
which has had two increases, $133.31 with single occu- 
pancy roomette at $127. Single occupancy bedroom $147.28. 
At ten cents a mile it amounted to $220, seven days at $15 
or $105, or a grand total of $317.40. In that way the mile- 
age and per diem would figure out $4.40 more than they 
were allowed. R. E. John E. Rines says this year, “I will 
recommend a $5 increase or $20 as such to Cleveland from 
Boston. One day going and returning and six days at the 
Conclave if all sessions are attended paying eight days at 
$20 or $160 or a grand total of $515.80.” 

All it is is a matter of having it set by resolution and 
our delegates go by way of mileage and per diem if they go 
to the Grand Encampmeni Session. 

R. E. Sir ALFRED C. BLAKE: R. E. Grand Commander, 
I move the resolution be adopted. (Motion seconded) 

THE GRAND COMMANDER: The motion has been made 
and seconded that this resolution be adopted. All those in 
favor signify by the sword arm. All those opposed, the 
bridle arm. It is so carried. 

THE GRAND COMMANDER: Is there any further new 
business? 

E. Sir HERMAN C. McStay: R. E. Sir, what happened 
to that Resolution that was laid on the table? 

R. E. Sir JoHN E. RINES: R. E. Grand Commander, I 
offered an amendment to an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, now I would like to withdraw that amendment. I will 
not oppose it. 

R. E. Sir ALFRED C. BLAKE: I move the adoption of 
the amendment to the Constitution eliminating the manda- 
tory requirement for a Semi-Annual. Please understand 
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that does not mean we will not have a Special Conclave. If 
you will read the Article to the Constitution as amended 
you will see the Grand Commander may have a Special 
Conclave if, as and when, he pleases. There is no reason 
why an incoming Grand Commander next year or after 
can’t have a Special Conciave in Rhode Island. He can 
have one in Pittsfield or Newburyport. . 

(A lengthy discussion followed and the Most Worship- 
ful Grand Master, Lawrence E. Eaton, was called upon to 
give his laymen’s view on tax exemption for Charitable In- 
stitutions. ‘ 

M. W. LAURENCE E. EATON: I hate to get into this. As 
I understand it from a layman’s view, trying to be incor- 
porated as a charitable institution, you haven’t a charter 
yet. The fact of the matter is that here in the Temple 
Grand Lodge will pay no taxes on any income they receive, 
it isn’t that way, but if the Commandery is recognized as 
a charitable institution then rent the Grand Lodge receives 
is still on a charitable basis. In other words, if you are 
charitable the Blue Lodges are charitable, the Scottish Rites 
are charitable, the only taxes we pay are on the basis of the 
commercial rentals on the first floor. Now if they should 
decide that the Commandery is not a charitable institution 
then we are renting to other tenants and that puts us into 
a different category. 

THE GRAND COMMANDER: Sir Knights, you have heard 
the motion and discussion. It has been moved and second- 
ed. Those in favor please rise. Be seated. Those opposed 
rise. The Ayes have it. It is passed. 

R. E. GRAND COMMANDER: Is there any further busi- 
ness? 

E. Sir Ropert ANDREWS: R. E. Sir, could I make a 
point of new business? I have been asked by a number of 
Sir Knights to request recognition for the purpose of ask- 
ing reconsideration on the resolution carried this morning 
which read as follows: “That the Constitution of the Grand 
Commandery of Knights Templars and the Appendant Or- 
ders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island be amended as fol- 
lows. To amend Article 7, Section 2, Officers. The first 
four of the above Officers and the Grand Treasurer and 
Grand Recorder shall be elected. The remaining Officers, 
the Grand Prelate, Grand Sentinel, Division Commanders 
and Inspector Instructor shall be appointed by the Grand 
Commander.” 

If reconsidered it is apparent that there was a mis- 
understanding among a great number of the Sir Knights 
present as to the purpose of the resolution passed. 

R. E. Sik ALFRED C. BLAKE: R. E. Grand Commander, 
I rise to a point of order. If that motion is not made by 
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somebody who moved in favor of the original resolution 
this motion cannot now be entertained. 

NOTE: The original resolution was read by the Grand 
Recorder. 

R. E. SiR GEorGE A. WEEKS: R. E. Grand Commander, 
this is quoted from the Constitution and Statutes of the 
Grand Encampment of Knights Templars of the United 
States of America, Officers, Section 43. “The Officers of 
a Grand Commandery shall be a Grand Commander, Deputy 
Grand Commander, Grand Generalissimo, Grand Captain 
General, Grand Senior Warden, Grand Junior Warden, 
Grand Prelate, Grand Treasurer, Grand Recorder, Grand 
Standard Bearer, Grand Sword Bearer, Grand Warder, 
Grand Captain of the Guard. The first four of whom and 
the Grand Treasurer and Grand Recorder shall be elected 
and the remaining ones shall be elected or appointed as 
each Grand Commandery may determine.” 

(Much discussion followed on the point of order.) 

E. Sir HERMAN C. McStay: R. E. Sir, I believe as long 
as no names were called this morning, no Roll Call, I be- 
lieve that anything that comes up on this is on a point of 
order. The Sir Knights are standing up today, and in all 
due respect you can’t pinpoint, and therefore, it must be 
out of order. 

Voice: R. E. Grand Commander, you had a majority 
vote on that topic this morning and you asked before if you 
should take a ballot or majority vote and they agreed by 
majority vote and you can’t take that away. 

THE GRAND COMMANDER: Sir Knights, there is no al- 
ternative for me otherwise to do than to rule that motion 
is out of order. 

THE GRAND COMMANDER: Em. Sir Herman C. McStay 
will you present Em. Sir John J. Mick, Grand Warder to 
the East? 

THE GRAND COMMANDER: Johnnie, we have come to 
the end of a long road together and as my final duty I 
would like to present you your Past Grand Warder’s jewel 
and epulets to show that you are a Past and, Johnnie, it has 
been really wonderful all you have done through the years. 
You have gone along with me and the devotion and friend- 
ship and, well, I just don’t have words enough to express 
to you for everything that you have done for me.

Red Cross and Malta the more lasting impression the can- 
didate will have. 

We again, of course, talk in terms of a thousand candi- 
dates. Sir Knights, this candidate business of ours is ser- 
ious. As you know this year we only came up with a net 
gain of twenty. We started off real well at the beginning 
of the year last year and I know our Junior Past Grand 
Commander was very hopeful of making his thousand can- 
didates and we thought that he would. But towards the 
last end of the term last year they began to drop. We are 
going to try hard this year to come up with some system 
for these candidates left over that are not Knighted. We 
ask ou all to give your full cooperation in that matter. 

There will be a Triennial this year, as you Sir Knights 
know, August 12 to 17 at Cleveland, Ohio, in ’61 which 
comes in this Grand Commandery year. We will have more 
plans about it. We will try to make two different trips. 
One that the Sir Knights might take and not spend too 
much time there other than go out and be present for the 
parade and then we will see if we can have a trip on the 
way home which has been the usual custom. 

Now today we have heard a lot of talk about Rhode 
Island. I am a Rhode Islander, as I believe you heard to- 
day from my good friend Al Blake. I feel very strongly 
towards Rhode Island, Sir Knights, and I think the time 
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has come when we should give Rhode Island more help and 
we certainly in Grand Commandery are going to try to help 
Rhode Island to see if we can build up there as well as we 
have in Massachusetts. 

Now, Sir Knights, I only have one more message. Along 
about last April, being a strong believer in the fact that 
we should have more public appearances in Grand Com- 
mandery, that we hide our colors behind a bushel too often, 
and we should go out and show ourselves more often, and 
realizing what a marvelous job ten years ago that R. E. Sir 
Wilson did in running a parade and a Church Service in 
what was then the Mechanics Building, I went to R. E. Sir 
Wilson and asked him if I was able to raise the money 
would he be willing to go along and assist us in running a 
parade this year. He was very cooperative and very willing 
to give assistance. We then talked over the situation and 
made our plans. We came up with an idea of where we 
would have this parade this year. In talking it over with 
R. E. Sir Wilson we decided that we would have it in Wor- 
cester, Massachusetts, if Worcester was willing to have it. 
We talked with the powers that be in Worcester and they 
were very much for it. We set our day for November 6. 
Everything was going along splendidly and the plans nice- 
ly. Thanks to R. E. Sir Dwight C. Page, he endeavored 
and helped us make our plans in the City of Worcester. 

On the week of the Convention in California I received 
a telephone call which wanted to know if I had given any 
thought to what effect our having a parade and Church 
Service in Worcester might have if Kennedy was elected. 
I said no, that I had not, that I had not given it any thought 
and why should we? After all we were a non-political 
organization. Probably there were men in our ranks who 
would be in uniform marching in that parade who would 
feel they wanted to vote for Mr. Kennedy. At that time I 
said let’s not cross the bridge; he hasn’t been nominated 
yet. However, as we all know, he was. 

Then the situation became very serious and tense. I 
received several telephone calls. I was invited to a meet- 
ing at which I probably appeared to be very stubborn. I 
couldn’t see giving up our plans in Worcester. We had 
hired bands, hired an auditorium. The pressure got so 
great, Sir Knights, that it was called by one Sir Knight in 
Worcester a provocative act on my part if I ran a Church 
ee in the City of Worcester which, of course, I did not 
like. 

However, the pressure became so great that we have 
moved this parade and are going to hold it in Boston on 
Sunday, October 23rd, at Symphony Hall. We have made 
all our arrangements and are ready to go. I say this to 
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you, Sir Knights on the sidelines, that the time has come 
when we should stand up and be counted and show our 
colors. If we don’t the time is going to come not too far 
in the future when we might not have the opportunity to 
stand and show our colors and be counted. 

Now, Sir Knights, I ask you all and I urge you all to 
attend this parade and take part in it on October 23. I 
realize too that we are also conflicting on October 23rd 
with what is known as Chapter Sunday. I have been to see 
the Grand Secretary of the Grand Chapter and he has as- 
sured me that he understands and that it will not conflict 
because most of their services are held in the morning. I 
know some Knights Templars have to be at their Chapter 
affair which is going to be in the afternoon on October 23 
but I ask and urge all of you if you can, get your colors 
there and even though you can’t get many where you have to 
be present at these Chapter affairs and escort them to 
Church, that there is some way that you can help us partici- 
pate in this parade we would very much like to have you 
there. We assure you that we will have a good speaker. 
We will have as we did ten years ago, Dr. Marsh of Boston 
University and he is outstanding. I assure you that it will 
be a service well worthwhile and I ask you all to be there. 

Now I almost forgot this, Sir Knights, and I wouldn’t 
dare go home if I hadn’t thought of it. I want to congratu- 
late E. Sir Mackey, Captain of the Guard, and the Escort 
from my own Commandery and I understand there is one 
man from Ivanhoe so I congratulate him too for the mar- 
velous job they have done acting as Escort here today. I 
wish you all well. 

Now, Grand Recorder, is there anything else to come 
before the Conclave? 

E ie E. Sir GEorce A. WEEKS: There is nothing on my 
eSK. 

THE GRAND COMMANDER: Em. Grand Warder, you will 
notify the Em. Grand Sentinel that I am about to adjourn 
the Grand Commandery. 

E. Grand Captain of the Guard, form an escort and 
conduct the M. W. Grand Master from the Asylum. V. E. 
Deputy Grand Commander, you will form a Committee of 
Past Grand Commanders to escort the M. W. Grand Master 
from the Asylum. 

(The Escort and Committee escorted the Grand Master 
from the Asylum.) 

Sir Knights, you may be seated. 

(The Escort and Committee returned and were dis- 
missed. ) 

E. Grand Prelate, will you lead our devotions, Sir 
Knights, attention! Uncover! 
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REV. AND E. Sin FRANK B. CRANDALL: Now unto God’s 
Mercy and Protection we commit you. The Lord bless you 
and keep you. The Lord make His Face to shine upon you 
and be gracious unto you. The Lord lift up His Counte- 
nance unto you and give you peace both now and forever- 
more. Amen. 

THE GRAND COMMANDER: Sir Knights, recover! 

I now declare the One Hundred and Fifty-seventh An- 
nual Conclave of this Grand Commandery adjourned.

In the course of the year certain questions seem to arise periodic- 
ally and more or less generally throughout the jurisdiction. Most com- 
mon are those involving Dispensations, Releases of Jurisdiction, In- 
formation desired on Monthly Notices of Conclaves, Rulings on Sus- 
Pensions and Demits, and on Correspondence with other Grand Juris- 
dictions. ; 

The majority of such questions are answered by the following 
references and extracts from governing regulations and this order is 
issued for your information and guidance. ¥ 

Dispensations, refer to Section 48-F—Par. 1 and Par. 2 Constitu- 
tion and Statutes of the Grand Encampment of K.T. of the United 
States of America, and Article VIII Section 2-F—Par. 1 and Par. 2 of 
the Constitution and Regulations of the Grand Commandery of the 
K.T. of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 


Duties of the Grand Commander

1. To hold Special Conclaves for the conferring of the Orders at

Section 180. “A Petition whether for the Orders or Membership 
shall be referred to a Committee of Three Members of the Command- 
ery, who shall report in writing as to whether the prayer of the Peti- 
tioner should be granted. No ballot thereon shall be had until a re- 
port has been made.” 

Section 191. “A Knight Templar desiring to affiliate with a Com- 
mandery must file a Petition for Membership, together with a Demit 
or its equivalent, which shall be retained by the Commandery peti- 
tioned it the Petitioner is elected to membership; if rejected, the De- 
mit, or its equivalent, shall be returned to the Petitioner.” 

_ Section 201. “Voluntary non-affiliation in a Lodge or Chapter for 
six months shall deprive a Knight Templar of his membership in the 
Commandery after due notice and hearing. 

Section 203. “When a Knight Templar has been suspended or ex- 
pelled from his Commandery solely because of his suspension or ex- 
pulsion from his Lodge or Chapter, restoration in such Lodge or 
Chapter Shall entitle him to restoration in his Commandery on writ- 
ten application therefor and a majority vote at a Stated Conclave. 

“When he has been suspended from his Commandery solely be- 
cause of non-payment of dues to the Commandery, he may be restored 
to membership on a written application therefor and a majority vote 
at a Stated Conclave and payment of such part of his dues in arrears 
as the Commandery may require.” 

Section 205. “Suspension or expulsion of a Knight Templar by 
the Grand Encampment, by a Grand Commandery, or by a Command- 
ery deprives him of membership in the Commandery and all rights 
and privileges of Knighthood so long as the judgment remains in 
force.’ 
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Section 210. “Correspondence between Commanderies of different 
Grand Commanderies must be conducted through their respective 
Grane Commanders, except in cases of petitions for waiver of juris- 
icion.”

“ARTICLE IV of the Corporate By-laws for an Annual Conclave 
in October in Boston, a Stated Conclave in May and made provisions 
for Special Conclave. 

“With respect to the Stated May Conclave (if one is retained) 
and Special Conclaves, a discretionary provision permitting (though 
not requiring) them to be held anywhere in the Grand Jurisdiction 
(and hence, possibly in Rhode Island) would not be nearly as objec- 
tionable as such a provision with respect to the Annual Conclave. I 
do, however, have some doubt as to the wisdom of out-of-State Con- 
claves in any event and would certainly feel that any Conclave at 
which important and/or controversial matters are to be considered 
ought to be held within the Commonwealth.” 

In order to comply with the existing ARTICLE IV, Section 1 of 
the Constitution and Regulations of the Grand Commandery, and to 
carry out the provisions of the report, there will be a Special Conclave 
held on Saturday, May 7, 1960, in Pawtucket, Rhode Island, and due 
notice will be given of same.

It has been called to my attention that some of the Division Com- 
manders have been more or less lax in carrying out the instructions 
outlined by your Grand Commander at the start of the year. There- 
fore it is necessary for me to call some of these instructions to your 
attention and insist that they be adhered to. 

First, be sure to send a blank inspection report to the recorder 
well in advance of your preliminary visit. : 

Special attention should be given to the matter of Rituals not 
presented, receipted for, or reported missing. Replacement of missing 
Rituals must be insisted upon. All Rituals are the property of Grand 
Encampment and must be accounted for or a $10.00 fee paid for re- 
Placement. Grand Encampment Regulations require that the follow- 
ing Officers be issued Rituals: Commander, Generalissimo, Captain 
General, Senior Warden, Junior Warden, Prelate, Recorder, Standard 
Bearer, Sword Bearer, Warder, and Sentinel. 

Third, if an emergency should arise or other conditions prevent 
you from making the scheduled inspection of a Commandery in your 
Division, the Grand Recorder must be notified immediately, that suit- 
able arrangements may be made. Also, if any Division Commander is 
unable to mark a certain Commandery due to the fact that he is a 
regular or honorary member, he must contact the Grand Recorder in 
ample time so that a suitable marking officer may be assigned. No 
one is eligible to mark a Commandery except the Division Com- 
mander or the Inspector Instructor if assigned by the Grand Com- 
mandery office (or the Senior Grand Commandery Officer present). 

_ Only the Grand Commander is authorized to make special dispen- 
sations. However, all requests for such dispensations must be made 
direct to the office of the Grand Recorder, Masonic Temple, 51 Boyl- 
ston St., Boston 16, Mass. Hach Division Commander should so in- 
struct his respective Commanderies. 

It is the duty of the Division Commander to ascertain that both 
the Commander and the Recorder have the latest issue of the Consti- 
tution and Statutes of the Grand Encampment. Suggest that latest 
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editions may be obtained in Grand Commandery office; cost $1.75 each. 

. Finally, all existing appointments to the Grand Lines and Com- 
mittees, except those covered in our Constitutions, can be terminated 
at the pleasure of the Grand Commander, and they automatically ex- 
pire at the conclusion of his term of office.

The following dates are adopted by the various bodies of Masonry. 
Dates are carried out for the year 1960. 


ANCIENT Crarr Masons date from the creation of the world, B. C. 
4000, calling it Anno Lucis (Year of Light). Hence add 4000 to com- 
mon time. A. D. 1960 = A. L. 5960. 


Royat Arci Masons date from the beginning of the building of the 
Second Temple by Zerubbabel, B. C. 530, calling it Anno Inventionis 


(Year of Discovery). Hence add 53 ime, A. D. 1960 = 
A. I. 2490. d 530 to common time. 


RoyaL an SuLect Masters refer to the completion of the First 
Temple, B. C. 1000, calling it Anno Depositionis (Year of the Deposit). 
Hence add 1000 to common time. A. D. 1960 = A. Dep. 2960. 


Knicuts Tempiar date from the founding of the Order, A. D. 1118, 


calling it Anno Ordinis. Hence subtract 1118 from common time. A. D. 
1960 = A. O. 842,
